If your vessel caught morethan 500 mt of Atlantic herring inthe 1999 calendar year, or if your vessel
intends to catch more than 500 mt of Atlantic herring during the year 2000 calendar year, please
include a statement so stating, select the “Category 1" Atlantic herring permit and attach a copy of
avendor installation receipt from aNMFS-approved VM S vendor, as described in Section 648.9 of
the regulations for the Fisheries of the Northeastern United States. |f you do not provide a copy
